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The Marriage Question in Malta. 


Tw validity of “mixed marriages” (i.c., marriages 
when one of the parties is a Roman Catholic) in 
Maka, when such marriages are performed by a 
Protesiant clergyman, has been long in a dubious 
position. 

Some years ago the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council gave it as their opinion that such 
marriages were valid, but they took care to add . 
“ Their lordships are conscious that, notwithstand- 
ing the elaborate character of the argument ad- 
dressed to them, it is possible that, in the event of 
the question coming before them judicially, ad- 
ditional information and authorities might be 
produced tending to shake the conclusion to which 
they have arrived from the materials before them.’ 
—(Report of Judicial Committee of Privy Council, 
August 13th, 1895.) 

At the same time counsel, arguing before the 
Jadicial Committee of the Privy Council for the 
Roman Catholic side, maintained that Canon Law 
was the only law of marriage in Malka. According 
to it, mixed marriages performed by any other than 
a Roman Catholic ecclesiastic can only be vali- 
dated by Papal dispensation. 

Thus the whole matter was left in a state of

Pastor Warns, one of the principals of the Bible 
School, writes :— 

“ We are indeed thankful to our English brethren 
and sisters for their kind help. In our next Mifter- 


 dlungen you will find a list of donations, including 


the £50 from England. As we have many brethren 


who cannot contribute to our funds, and others 


who can pay but very little, we are’ naturally 
thrown very much on the assistance of outside 
friends. 

“In about a week’s time I shall start for Russia 


we take one or two extracts, quite sufficient to 
show the sterling character of the evangelistic 
work which the Alliance is supporting. Much of 
this work is being carried on under great diffi- 
culties, and, we doubt not, accompanied by 
reproach for Christ’s sake. We ask earnest re- 
mgmbrance in prayer both for past students at 
present in the mission field and for those now in 
training at Berlin. 
Writing from Siberia, a Russian brother reports : 

“A recently converted man, with his wife and

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another woman, came to us from Wunch, the latter

“I then went to see after the brother who had 
been wounded, endeavouring to comfort him with 
the words, ‘Unto you it is given in the behalf of 
Christ not only to believe on Him, but also to 
suffer for His sake." * Ye have need of patience, 
that after ye have done the will of God, ye might 
receive the promise,’ ‘Let this mind be in you 
which was in Christ Jesus .... who made Himself 
of no reputation,’ &c. We passed a happy time,

1904 to 1906) undertook an evangelizing tour in 
Ressia. Daily they went from town to town in 
true apostolic fashion, encouraging the few believers 
met with and preaching the Word. They write -— 
“In one village the police took our passports, but 
they were returned to us. Alas! that there are 
so few workers in Russia. In every district which 
was visited few of the Christians are looked after, 
and so it happens there is backsliding and dead.

Of the joy manifested on arrival amongst the 
Christians in the small towns and villages, these 
brethren say :— 

“ All were delighted to see us when we arrived. 
At Snamenks we found a small community which 
had been holding on its way and showing true 
vitality. We held some meetings and then 
moved on to Elisabetgrad, where we held several 
meetings. From this place we went on to the 
department of Kien and visited four villages. 
Russia is, indeed, ready to receive the truth. Oh! 
that the message of the Cross were preached here 
as in England or Germany. The authorities at 
present offer no opposition. We believe that 
before long great things will be accomplished. 
May the Lord give us strength to go forward with 
the work. Men and women are thirsting for the 
Word of Life.” 


We quote from yet one more report, that of 


Joffe, trained in the Bible School in 1905-6, and 
now working among the Jews (under the auspices 
of the Mildmay Mission to the Jews) in Russia and 
Poland. The report says :— 

“I have visited many places in Poland and in 


_ Russia, preaching the Word of Life. Many pérsons 


of people who demanded out passports. I replied | 


that only the official authorities had the right to 
demand them. At this they became more enraged 
than ever, but God watched over us, and they were 
obliged to go away without having done us any 
harm. We thanked God and took courage. 

“ The wife of another brother in the same village 
was recently.converted at one of our meetings. 
With a joyful heart she went home and told her 
father the story. As soon as he heard her story 
the father ill-treated her, and on being defended 
by her husband, the father became very angry, and 
went and accused him before the village authorities. 
He was given into the hands of the police, who 
beat him. The father and his friends urged him 
to renounce his faith and to promise never to go 
to our meetings again, but he said ‘No! I would 
rather die than renounce my faith in Jesus Christ.’ 
These words of our brother gave us great jpy in

Persecution and Famine Armenia. 


REFERENCE has been frequently made in the 
columns of EVANGELICAL CHRISTENDOM to the 
question of religious liberty in Turkey, and again 
and again the Council of the Evangelical Alliance 
have expressed concern and taken action in the 
interests of Christians suffering through persecu- 
tion and famine. From time to time various sums 
have also been raised or voted for relief purposes. 
At the present time the general subject of 
religious liberty in Turkey—the condition of which 
leaves much to be desired —is occupying the 
Council's thoughtful attention, in which they have 
the co-operation and advice of the Committee of 
the Constantinople Branch of the Alliance. The 
whole question, however, of reforms in Turkey and 
Asia Minor is a difficult one. _ 
In the meantime, reports have reached the 
Council of much suffering and distress in Armenia 
‘through famine, and they have felt constrained to 
vote the sufn of £50 from special funds in hand

for the purposes of relief. This money has been 
forwarded for distribution in the most needy 
centres, and we are able to append an acknowledg- 
ment received from Mr. W. W. Peet, Trearver of 
American Missions in Turkey, at Constantinople, 
through whom the £50 has been forwarded.

Or why 
then is not the health of the daughter of my 
people recovered ?” 

The great cure for our wounds is to be had. 
God's mercy, given through Jesus Christ, removes 
the guilt of sin, subdues the power of evil, gives 
treasures more precious than gold or earthly power, 
and brings forth a love which breaks down barriers, 
and levels unequal lots. But few heed it. Few 
have patience to wait for the quiet working of 
inward powers to overcome difficulties. _ 

There is widespread indifference to Christ, and 
even blasphemy against Him may be heard. No 
one among us can say that he has with word and 
life so earnestly opposed evil and witnessed for 
truth and right that he has no share in the re- 
sponsibility for prevailing sins ; and heavy is the 
responsibility which rests upon a ptople which 
rejects God's saving grace. Changes and im- | 
provements are indeed sought after in our times, 
but the most important change and improvement is 

A UNIVERSAL CONVERSION TO GOD. 
Let us, each for himself and unitedly, confess our 
sins, and ask God, for Jesus Christ's sake, to 
forgive our iniquities and heal our diseases. 

By the Reformation, the subjects of heart con- 
version and (.od’s unspeakably great Gift to broken 
hearts were emphasized with a clearness which 
shines out in the history of the world. May, 
therefore, the memory of the Reformation -be 
blessed amongst us! Let us follow its exhorta- 
tions, to hold to the Word of God, seek the 
righteousness with which God clothes us, and aim 
at such a development and activity of life as shall 
be like a plant growing out of love and faith in the 
heart. The Gospel of Jesus Christ, which the 
Reformation brought anew into the light, like the 
gold of truth, cleansed from the dross of the 
inventions of man, shone clearly for Gustavus 
Adolphus, his people and army, and it has lost 
neither its glory nor its power. 3 

In spite of much enmity shown towards the 
Gospel of Christ, we see it, even-in our times, 
bring about blessed both in Christendom 
and in the heathen world. As living seeds are 
borne over the sea and germinate on foreign 
shores, so does the Gospel of Christ come to 
heathen lands. Since we also assist in this work, _ 
may it be done with such truth and love as will 
show that we deeply desire to present to our fellow-

All Frenchmen, it was 
said, were brothers : what affected any member of 
that race affected all and on the plea of National 
Solidarity or Brotherhood, the two sections of the 
Church ought to come into closer relations with 
each other, and to co-operate in every manner 
possible. After a hittle reflection, however, this - 
basis was found to be foo vague for any practical 
result; and so, by degrees, the great Social or 
Family Reunion faded largely out of sight. Then 
came the Separation, with the subsequent division 
of the Reformed Church into its three component 
sections: the Left, Liberal or Non-subscription ; 
the Right, Evangelical or Confession-holding ; 
and the third, or Centre, which held, or claimed to 
do so, a middle position between these wings— 
Non-subscribing, but holding to the spirit though 
not necessarily to the letter of the Declaration of 
Faith. Each of these sections professed their 
desire for “ Closer Relations ” with the others, but 
each added, “under ceftditions.” The Left said : 
Our position is the broad one, which disturbs no 
man’s beliefs, and leaves every man free to think 
and act according to his own conscience. Ifa 


man be an ultra-Calvinist, we do not interfere with | 


him ; neither will we do so if he be neither a 


’ Calvinist nor an Evangelical, and so on our basis 
‘there can be no difficulty in the way of organic 


union. ‘The Centre said: We personally are in 


sympathy generally with our brethren of the Right 
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cause to thank our God for spiritual or temporal 
blessing. 

So we command and admonish you all—clergy

tures. Then came the Right, or Evangelical, 
which said : Yes, we also favour “Closer Relations.” 
But we believe in Church government by Presby- 
tery, and not by what is practically Congrega- 
tionalism ; as to doctrine, we believe im the 
Evangelical interpretation of Scripture, accepting 
the Declaration of Faith as in letter the “sum and 
substance” of the Gospel message; and in 
Discipline, in a Church based on an individual 
profession of faith, and not in mere collectivism. 
Having thus stated our position, we will agree to 
“Closer Relations” on condition that no question 
of doctrine, discipline, or financial administration 
be discussed. This decision of the Evangelical 
Church so interfered with the ideas of the other 
two sections, that at a meeting lately held in Paris 
of representatives of the three conferring parties, it 
was found impossible to come to any agreement. 
The project of a federation of the Reformed 
Churches was then by common consent aban- 
doned ; and the Conference fell back on a semi- 
annual meeting of the Fraternal Commission of 
the Family Reunion. Another proposal was then 
considered : that of a general assembly or meet- 
ing of representatives of all French Protestant 
Churches, to deal exclusively with matters ‘of 
common or general concern. This will be dis- 
cussed by the Fraternal Commission, and of this 
we may speak again,

THE LIFE OF EDWARD HENRY BICKER.- 
STETH, D.D., BISHOP AND POET. By 
F. K. AGtionny, M.A. (Longmans, Green & 
Cé.) Price 6s. 6d. net. 

This biography of Bishop Edward Henry Bicker- 
steth, ably written by Rev. F. K. Aglionby, Vicar 
of Christ Church, Westminster (a son-in-law of 
Bishop Bickersteth), cannot fail to interest all 
members of the Evangelical Alliance. The names 
of both Edward Bickersteth, father, and Edward 
Henry Bickersteth, son, are closely identified with 


the history and work of the Evangelical Alhance, | 


dating from its formation in 1846. It was the 
Rev. Edward Bickersteth, then Rector of Watton, 
Herts, who at the inaugural ceremiony of the 
Alliance, in 1846, moved in a striking speech the 
adoption of the universal Basis of the Evangelical 
Alliance ; the movement from that day onwards to 


the date of his death finding in him a warm friend 


and a staunch supporter. — 
Edward Henry Bickersteth, son of the above 
named, was born in 1825. He entered Trinity 
College, Cambridge, in 1843, taking his degree in 
1847 as a Junior Optime and third classman in 
classics. He was ordained in 1848. After curacies 
at Banningham and Tunbridge Wells he was pre- 
sented in 1852 to the Rectory of Hinton Martell, 
in Dorsetshire, shortly after, in 1855, being ap- 
pointed to Christ Church, Hampstead, where he 
remained for thirty years. Then, in 1885, promo- 
tions followed in rapid succession, first being 
appointed to the Deanery of Gloucester, and only 
a few days later, before his installation, to the 
Bishopric of Exeter, where he remained until his 


retirement a few years previous to his death. 
Concerning Bishop Bickersteth’s character and

THE NEW APOSTASY, Criticism 


Rev. R. J. Campbell's book, “ The New Theology.”
